Fire today partially destroyed a 
student union building on the Mar-

Hero of Two World Wars 
of students and their families None 
was Injured. 
John Farrell, a g raduate student, 
discovered the fire on the second 
floor of 80-year-old Parsons hall 
-about 5:30 a. m. He awakened his 
wife and two children in their a- 
partment and led them to safety. 
He then mused Dr. Carl M Scott, 
an economics professor, his wife 
and three eh’ldren in an adjoining 
apartment and they too fled the 
swiftly g athering flames. 
A cold March wtnd fanned the 
flames and menaced the nearby Cht 
Omeg a sorority house with 15 co­ 
eds who fled clad in their pajamas. 
Also aroused by the alarm were 
16 student families in an apartment 
building several yards south of the 
burning structure. 
A third apartment building with 
eig ht fnm'ltcs also was menaced 
and the students, their wives and 
children were forced from their 
beds. Occupants of a trailer camp 
likewise were aroused. 
Quick response by Marietta city 
firemen and assistance from Wil- 
Uamstown, W. V a, across the Ohio 
river was credited with confining 
the blase to Parsons hail.

PARIS, March 12—iAP» ~France 
today mourned the death of Gen. 
Henri Honoré Qlraud, a fig hting 
hero of two world wars who died 
last nig ht. 
Giraud made a dramatic escape 
from the Nax is in 1943—his six th 
break-out from German prisons in 
two wars—to help org anise Free 
French resistance in Africa, 
The day before he died he was 
awarded his nations hig hest mili­ 
tary decoration- the Medaille Mili- 
taire. This is usually g iven only 
to enlisted men and it is unusual 
distinction for an officer to re­ 
ceive It. 
The g eneral died at a military 
hospital in Dijon after an attack of 
food poisoning . He was 70 years 
old. 
A disting uished military career 
that started at France's famed St. 
Cyr Military academy in 1898 end­ 
ed when Oen. Charles De Gaulle 
forced Giraud s retirement in 1944 
There was bitter rivalry between 
the two then-ex iled leaders. 
Giraud was taken prisoner in the 
front lines In the rapid German 
advance in the 1840 battle of France. 
Sent Messag e 
Commanding the French armies 
; in northern France at the time, ire 
: foug ht to the last in a fruitless at­ 
tempt to stem the German tide. 
At Sedan when the French ninth 
army collapsed, lie sent a historic 
last messag e: “Headq uarters sur­ 
rounded by 100 tanks. Am destroy­ 
ing them.“ 
He was captured and held In the 
g rim fortress of Koenig steln <n 
Sax ony. Later France fell. 
General Dwig ht Eisenhower an­ 
nounced in November, 1842. that 
Giraud bad eeoaped and arrived 
In Africa to org anise a new French 
aitaf. 
The news electrified Frenchmen 
So did the story of hla escape. 
The most g enerally accepted story 
is that Giraud. over a period of 
eig ht months, wove a « 3-foot rope 
from small strands of thread sent 
him in letters by his wife. 
Using this to slip down a wail, he 
encountered a sentry. 
In perfect German, Giraud said, 
•pretty cold tonig ht, isn't it, my 
buy?” and walked away, whistling . 
The Germans later were repartee 
to have oifarad to fit** 70.000 French 
war prisoner* It atraud would g ive 
himself up. 
In North Africa, Giraud com­ 
manded the French forces in the 
1842-43 Allied invasion and cam­ 
paig n. He and Do Gaulle were

WASHINGTON, March 12—< AP)—A two-week coal shutdown will 
start in the east Monday as John L. Lewis’ latest protest ag ainst President 
Truman's selection of James Boyd as Bureau of Mines director. 
Lewis* announcement yesterday stirred swift demands in cong ress to 
keep a big club ag ainst major strikes in the Impending labor law. But it 
caused little concern over the less of fuel. 
An abnormal 45-day supply is on hand; about 70,000.000 tons of bi­ 
tuminous coal. A 30-day backlog is considered normal. 
Technically. Lewis described the walknit of about 400,000 members 
of the United Mine Workers east of the Mississippi river as a ''memorial” 
shutdown, or mourning period permitted under his contract wth coal op­ 
erators.
